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MR. VANDENHOFF’s “ TAGO,” 


The Jago of Shakspere is an incarnation 
of intellect without faith, without principle, 
feeling, or humanity. He has what Bulwer 
calls ‘‘ world genius,”’ but the highest quali- 
ties of the mind he does not possess, Subtle, 
cold, inhuman, envious, vindictive, and en- 
thusiastical, the consumate skill of the great 
poet has saved him from abhorrence, but 
has not given him a redeeming trait ; so 
that, ‘‘Goethe’s Mephistophiles” excepted, 
we have no character so perfectly fiendish 
as his. 

The. scoundrel, however, has a vein of 
humour, and the adroitness of his stratagems 
are certainly amusing, though we despise 
his meanness, as much as we execrate in- 
iquity. In him the problem is solved of 
creating abhorrence for guilt, and yet no 
loathing for the criminal. 

Mr. Vandenhoff’s Iago is correct, The 
ingenuity of a finished artist is conspicuous, 
not only in the general conception and exe- 
cution of the part, but in the filling up of 
minute details, which few actors attend to. 
We do not say that the picture is perfect. 
Perhaps a little more earnestness occa- 
sionally, would add to the power of the de- 


lineation; but the assumption of blunt | 


honesty, and the coolness with which he 
executes his nefarious schemes, are pour- 
trayed with no ordinary talent. Macready 





to excellence, it is by a powerful appeal to 
judgment, rather than by brilliant flashes 
and electric fire. His Iago is not equal to 
his Creon or Adrastus, in which he has no 
rival. But it is elaborate without evincing 
the art it embodies; and it is a study for 
those who are capable now and then of mak- 
ing a “fine point,” but have no idea of a 
finished entirety. 

The great scene in the third act is one in 
which a mighty Othello and an equal Iago 
may produce a greater effect than in any 
other, even in Shakspere. Here Mr. Van- 
denhoff is extremely good, but his perform- 
ance in the last act is even better ; the look 
of hate and revenge with which he makes 
his final exit, being such as we have rarely 
witnessed. We trust that the public will 
have more opportunities of seeing this tra- 
gedian.
